Leaders pursue caution light at scene of accident

A Taylor County couple died and three Adair County residents 
were injured in a horrific two-car collision late Friday morning 
at the intersection of state Highway 55 South and Veterans 
Memorial Bypass. Following the accident, local officials and 
legislators assessed the low visibility of the area and aim to erect 
a caution light at the intersection.

The wreck occurred when Martha and John Boggs, 73 and 64. 
respectively, were traveling east on the bypass in a 2005 Dodge 
Neon and failed to stop at the intersection. Ed Grider and his two 
passengers, Hugo Vasquez Monjuras and Florbel Monjuras, were 
heading into Columbia when the Boggs’ vehicle crossed into

District Implements Changes, Students Return Today

With students returning today for the 2014-2015 school year, 
several changes are underway in Adair County Schools, and 
these transformations were evident yesterday morning at 
Opening Day for teachers, as students, not administrators, took 
control of the proceedings. 

Members of Adair County Schools’ Leadership Academy, con¬ 
sisting of students ranging from kindergarten to seniors in high 
school, created, produced, and carried out the presentation, 
which included skits, songs, PowerPoint presentations, videos, 
and student commentary. No adults spoke until Superintendent 
Alan Reed closed the presentation with a few short comments. 

“If you weren’t moved today, nothing will ever touch you,” 
Reed told his employees. “It’s been an eye-opener for me and a 
reminder of why we’re all here—what an inspiration.” 

The newfound emphasis on student leadership in the district is 
a concerted effort stemming from the “Leader In Me” initiative, 
which Adair County paid for with Race to the Top grant money. 

“Our teachers have worked on this and trained like Trojans all 
summer long,” Reed says of the implementation of the new pro¬ 
gram. “It’s a culture change for an entire building, for our whole 
district. We’re one of the very first distreits to really make this 
roll from the first day of school through senior year.” 

“Leader In Me” is based on Stephen Covey’s book “The Seven

Hospital Hears Audit 
Report in Special Session

The Adair County Hospital District gathered in a special- 
called session last Wednesday night inside the cafeteria of 
Westlake Regional Hospital to discuss this month’s busi¬ 
ness, but also to hear from Steve Johnson of Blue & Co., 
LLC, a financial auditing group based out of Louisville. 

“There were no disagreements with management,” 
Johnson said of the company’s findings in their 2013 fiscal 
year end audit. “We were provided all information by all 
parties.” 

As with all audits, the purpose of Blue & Co.’s work was 
to independently investigate the financial statements pro¬ 
vided to them by Westlake and verify both their truthful¬ 
ness and accuracy. Echoing Johnson’s statement, the 
Opinion provided in the audit reads: 

In our opinion, the combined financial state¬ 
ments referred to above present fairly, in all mate¬ 
rial respects, the respective financial position of the 
Hospital as of June 30, 2013, and the results of its 
operations, its changes in net position, and the cash 
flows for the year then ended in accordance with 
accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America.

As I type this column, news of Robin Williams’ 
suicide is just beginning to trickle out. A number of 
issues are floating around in my head—mental illness 
in America, our cultural obsession with celebrities, 
and the inexplicable reality that even people that seem 
to have it all can be miserable—but mostly the story 
just incites sadness. 

When I was a kid, Robin Williams was one of the 
few celebrities that were huge stars both for adults and 
children. My parents liked him because of his earlier 
work, and people my age my liked him because of the 
blockbuster kids movies he made in the 1990s. Even 
though he was past his prime as a comedian at that 
point, the sheer intensity of his personality and his 
maniacal demeanor made him the perfect actor for 
kids. 

Subtlety is sometimes lost on youngsters, and there 
was nothing subtle about Robin Williams. You never 
wondered if his character was happy or sad or angry, 
because his face revealed everything. That kind of 
over-emotional charisma made him one of the few 
big-name actors that kids could relate to, because 
Williams, just like his character in “Jack” seemed like 
an overgrown kid. Unfortunately, it looks like those 
same intense emotions that drew children to the 
theaters in droves also led to his demise. 

My favorite Williams flicks are not his most popular 
or critically acclaimed. I like “Good Will Hunting” 
and “Dead Poets Society” just fine, but the Williams 
movies I liked the most growing up were “Mrs. 
Doubtfire” and “Aladdin.” Those were the movies that 
I wore out by rewinding and re-watching the old VHS 
tapes so often. I’m pretty sure I watched “Mrs. 
Doubtfire” at least twice a week for an entire summer 
when I was probably 8 or 9, and at the time I had 
never seen anything so hilarious. Even scenes with 
Pierce Brosnan were funny when Williams shared the 
screen, which has to be one of the greatest cinematic 
achievements of all time. 

Of course, Mrs. Doubfire was a character, and 
Robin Williams is and was a real person. Obviously, 
he battled personal demons, as most of us do at some 
point or another. Unfortunately, these demons got the 
best of Williams, but good can come from this 
tragedy. A high-profile suicide, while tragic, can lead 
to meaningful discussions about depression and 
mental illness. 

Chemical imbalances in the brain are fairly 
common, and while there is no cure-all, there are 
numerous methods of treatment that work in different 
ways for different people. Medication can be useful, 
as can therapy and exercise. No one thing works for 
everyone, but the same holds true for physical 
illnesses as well. It’s all about finding the right 
treatment for the individual. 

The stigma associated with mental illness makes it 
somewhat of a taboo subject. Some people are 
embarrassed, or feel inadequate or inferior because of 
their condition, which makes them reluctant to seek 
help. Mentally healthy individuals who do not 
understand the physiology of depression perpetuate 
this stigma. Any discussion on the subject always 
includes people who believe depressed or mentally ill 
people are responsible for their own misery. This has 
never made sense to me, at least not since I learned a 
little bit about how the brain works. We would never 
marginalize someone because they are physically sick, 
but mental sickness elicits condemnation. 

Maybe this will change though. The mental health 
community has made great strides over the past 20 
years in terms of both diagnosis and treatment, and 
maybe more discussion can lead to an even better 
understanding of the subject. Robin Williams’ legacy 
of nonsensical characters might just lead to the most 
sensible discussion on mental health yet, and a man 
who brought us so much laughter in life may combat 
even more sadness in death.

Meanwhile, the General Assembly had also chartered 
eighteen independent banks across the state. One of 
these was to be located at Columbia, to be known as the 
Bank of Columbia. Authorized by an Act passed in 
January 1818, this bank was to be located in Columbia, 
with a capital stock of $100,000 to be divided into 1,000 
shares valued at $100 per share. The directors appointed 
by the General Assembly were: William Caldwell, John 
Field, Benjamin Lampton, John Montgomery, Elijah 
Creel, William Patterson and Benjamin Selby. The 
charter for this bank was for a period of twenty years, or 
until the last day of the year 1837. 


Banking, as we know it, was largely unknown in early 
Kentucky. The history of this business is unique in and 
unto itself. Barter and the use of various currencies were 
the way to do business in the early days. The Kentucky 
General Assembly chartered the Kentucky Insurance 
Company of Lexington in 1802, it created the first local 
currency. In 1806 the General Assembly chartered the 
Bank of Kentucky with one million dollars in capital, 
half of this held by the state. The main branch of this 
bank was in Frankfort with branches opened over the 
ensuing years at Lexington, Russellville, Louisville, 
Washington, Bardstown, Paris, Hopkinsville, 
Shelbyville, Danville, Winchester, Richmond, 
Springfield, and in 1817 a branch was opened at 
Glasgow, in Barren County. 

Following the War of 1812, speculation was rampant 
and the Bank of the United States, the charter of which 
had expired during the War, was re-chartered. In 1817 
branches of the National Bank were opened in 
Lexington and Louisville. The Bank of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky was chartered in 1820 by 
the General Assembly as a monetary relief for indebted 
Kentuckians. The main bank was, again, in Frankfort 
with branches in the following towns: Flemingsburg, 
Falmouth, Lexington, Louisville, Hartford, Princeton, 
Harrodsburg, Winchester, Mt. Sterling, Somerset and 
Greensburg. Adair County was in the Greensburg bank’s 


It is not now known how this bank fared. No records 
can be found, either private or in Frankfort. However, it 
appears there were some problems in selling the initial 
shares of stock. In January 1825 the General Assembly 
authorized the Adair Circuit Court to appoint new 
commissioners as needed since some of the original 
appointees had evidently moved from the county and 
some, perhaps, were not overly enthusiastic in their 
appointed positions. At least one, John Field, had been 
in serious financial difficulties and was likely removed, 
or had resigned. There is no mention of this institution 
after the Act of 1825. 


One day last week Mr. Sam Sandusky, who lives 
between Fairplay and Glenville, was in his cornfield at 
work and, noticing a squirrel hawk making peculiar 
circles, he concluded to watch it. There were high weeds 
just under the hawk and the bird would descend in a few 
feet of the ground, make a peculiar noise, then fly off. 
This was kept up for sometime, and finally the hawk lit 
in the grass and commenced fluttering. Mr. Sandusky 
hurried to the spot and found the foot of the hawk tightly 
fastened in the mouth of a dry land terrapin. The hawk 
was killed and its wings measured four feet from tip to 
tip. —Adair County News, 16 May 1900.

The Horse of Hope: seabiscuit

Dedication To My Parents~ 

In continuing my three-part series on famous racehorses, I found 
the story of Seabiscuit to be a very inspiring one. 

I did not know much about this special horse until I viewed the 
movie “Seabiscuit” on television while living in Florida a couple of 
years ago. 

Seabiscuit was born on May 23, 1933, and grew up on Claiborne 
Farm in Paris, Ky. where the famous Secretariat is buried. He was 
the son of the mare Swing On and Hard Tack, whose father was the 
legendary Man O War. He was named for his father as hardtack or 
“Seabiscuit” which was a type of cracker eaten by sailors. 

Even though Seabiscuit was descended from the legendary Man 
O War, he bore no resemblance to his famous grandfather. He was a 
small horse, light bay in color, thick bodied with knobby knees. His 
tail was stunted, and his left foreleg jabbed out wildly when he ran. 
This was called the “eggbeater gait.” 

Seabiscuit was first owned by Wheatley Stable and was trained 
by Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who was successful in taking another 
horse, Galant Fox, to the Triple Crown of thoroughbred racing. Mr. 
Fitzsimmons saw some potential in Seabiscuit but stated he was too 
lazy to be trained. 

While racing a heavy schedule of smaller races, he finished in the 


back of the field in 17 of them. Seeing he was not a proficient 
winner at the time, he was the center for stable jokes. 

It was soon discovered though that the reason for his laziness 
was due to the poor treatment he had been receiving. 

At 3 years old, he ran in 43 races, which was more than most 
thoroughbreds raced in their entire career. Sadly, he was whipped a 
lot by riders trying to get him to achieve the speed they felt he had 
in him. 

A new owner by the name of Charles Howard and trainer Tom 
Smith came to the rescue and took Seabiscuit under their care, 
determined to bring him back to full health. 

At that time, Seabiscuit weighed 200 pounds less than he should 
have and was refusing to eat. He lunged at people, raised hell at the 
starting gates, intimidated grooms, and paced back and forth while 
in his stall. A jockey who had ridden him prior to being sold to his 
new owner stated he was mean, restive and ragged. 

The nursing method that was used on Seabiscuit was one that 
brought him peace and a sense of security. Firstly, he was allowed 
to sleep as late as he wanted. Bandages and braces were put on his 
legs. He was also given blinkers. 

He was fed high quality Timothy hay and was given a double 
sized stall. Knowing horses like company, Mr. Howard brought in a 
sweet old horse named Pumpkin to keep him company and she 
became a lifelong companion to him. A stray dog named Pocatell 
decided to move in as well, but the strangest addition of all was a 
spider monkey named Jo-Jo. This system of rehabilitation was just 
what the doctor ordered and Seabiscuit finally relaxed and training 
began. 

Starting fresh from his recent long rest, Seabiscuit succeeded in 
winning several times over the course of eight races. 

In November 1936, he was sent to California and while racing at 
the Bay Bridge Handicap, he carried the top weight of 116 pounds 
and won by five lengths. 

By 1937, Seabiscuit had won 11 of his 15 races and was the top 
money winner in the United States, 

At this time, Johnny Pollard was Seabiscuit’s jockey. He was an 
ex-boxer that was blind in one eye and stood 5’7”, which was 
significantly taller than most jockeys. He and Seabiscuit bonded 
immediately and he called him “Pops.” 

When we talk about famous, historical moments in horse racing, 
the one that stands out on top was the match between Seabiscuit 
and War Admiral, son of the legendary Man O War. 

War Admiral was known for his tremendous speed, and 
Seabiscuit was a pace setter with impeccable acceleration. The race 
was labeled the “Match of the Century.” 

On Nov. 1, 1938 the two horses met with the favorite odds going 
to War Admiral. It started off with an early lead by Seabiscuit but

their path, and Grider’s 
Chevrolet pickup slammed into 
the passenger side of the Neon. 

John Boggs was trapped in 
the vehicle, and the Adair Fire 
Dept, was called in to free him 
from the mangled car. All five 
individuals involved in the crash 
were treated on scene and 
transported to Westlake 
Regional Hospital by Adair 
EMS. 

Grider and his two passengers 
were later said to be in stable 
condition, but Martha and John 
Boggs were pronounced dead at 
the Westlake Emergency Room 
by Adair County Coroner Todd 
Akin. 


In the aftermath of the 
tragedy, Columbia Mayor Mark 
Harris, City Councilwoman June 
Parson, Columbia Police Chief 
Jason Cross, and state Rep. Bam 
Carney met with officials from 
the state Highway Dept. 
Monday to discuss possible 
remedies for the dangerous 
intersection. The four met again 
on the bypass later that 
afternoon to assess the area’s 
visibility. 

The abundance of road signs 
was discussed, as Carney noted 
that more than 15 markers dot 
the crossing and could be 
confusing to travelers unfamiliar 
with the area. Furthermore, the 


intersection dips below the 
horizon from the vantage point 
of the bypass, and the yellow 
lines on Industrial Park Road, 
right across the bypass, line up 
perfectly to create the illusion 
that bypass continues right 
through the route 55 junction. 

Carney said that he would go 
to Frankfort and request that the 
state take measures to increase 
safety, ideally by installing 
caution lights. 

“You can see how someone 
that doesn’t know the area might 
just go right through,” Carney 
said. “We’re going to find 
something that will hopefully 
help the safety situation.”

Chamber Focused On Community Health

Tuesday’s monthly meeting of the Columba-Adair County Chamber of Commerce was one of 
historical reverence and future planning as the Chamber celebrated its 72nd year of existence and also 
looked ahead to the continued development of the community as a certified Trail Town. 

Sue Stivers shared the story of the Chamber’s inception in 1942, when a group of area business 
leaders decided the organization was needed in Columbia, through its expansion to include businesses 
beyond the city limits in 1957, and to the breaking ground of the current Chamber of Commerce 
building in 2000. 

“We were the first community in south central Kentucky to have a Chamber,” Stivers said. “And I 
think it shows just how deeply the business leaders at the time cared about their community and 
making it a better place to live. Happy birthday to the Chamber of Commerce.” 

From there, Jelaine Harlow, health educator from this month’s corporate sponsor, the Adair County 
Health Dept., spoke extensively about the W.A.T.C.H coalition and the goals set to make the Lake 
Cumberland area healthier. The coalition, which stands for Working Actively Towards Community 
Health, has focused on increasing the number of citizens who engage in physical activity, strengthening 
the family unit, and making much of the county tobacco free. 

According to data presented at the luncheon, Adair County has a 34-percent obesity rate, 35-percent 
inactivity rate, 15-percent diabetes rate, and 29-percent of die community suffers from hypertension. 
Harlow listed the measures taken to combat those ailments plaguing the community. 

“We have focused on family fitness, have had cooking programs, worked with Westlake to present a 
Kids Health Carnival, and have worked to make our schools a tobacco free campus,” she said. 

Following Harlow and highlighting additional programs to promote community health was Destiny 
Greer, and Ellen Zomes then addressed the Chamber regarding Columbia’s status as a Trail Town. 

“A Trail Town would really help bring people into Adair County,” Zomes explained. “Additionally, 
it would be a great benefit to the people already in the community.” 

Trail Towns, which feature established routes for walking, biking, horseback riding, paddling, and 
other activities, also provide boosts for the city’s economy, because all Trail Towns are featured on 
state maps and often draw large numbers of tourists and outdoorspeople. 

“When these people come to a Trail Town, they are going to stay somewhere, they’re going to eat 
somewhere, and they’re going to buy things somewhere,” Zomes said. “This should be a really great 
thing to not only increase tourism but provide healthy activities for the community.” 

In addition to the upcoming certification trial runs for the Trail Town, Zomes presented graphics 
displaying the locations of upcoming benches and picnic tables around the downtown square. Three 
wooden picnic tables with umbrellas will adorn the fountain area, and benches will be added around 
the square, including two in front of the annex building. 

“A healthy community means a healthy workforce,” Chamber President Brandon Thompson said in 
closing. “That means lower insurance costs and that means more profit. Healthy workers and citizens 
are good for business.”

the two of them stayed 
head to head until a final 
break by Seabiscuit gave 
him the lead, and he took it 
all straight to the finish 
line, winning by five 
lengths. While being 
named American Horse of 
the year for 1938, he also 
became the number one 
newsmaker for the year. 

At 7 years of age, it was 
decided to let Seabiscuit 
race even though he was 
more than twice the age of 
the other racehorses. His 
last race was a memorable 
win for him, and he ran the 
second fastest mile and a 
quarter in American his¬ 
tory. 

At the closing of 
Seabiscuit’s six-year racing 
career, he had competed 89 
times, winning 33 of the 
races, finishing on the 
board 61 times, setting 16 
track records, and equaling 
another. 

Seabiscuit was going 
home to Ridgewood Ranch 
in Willits, Calif, for his 
retirement. It was there, 
sadly, on May 17, 1947 he 
suffered a heart attack at 
the age of 14. He had 
brought so much joy to so 
many people, he brought 
hope to Americans during 
the worst of times. Now he 
sleeps with the other 
angels and is also with his 
beloved Pumpkin. He was 
buried on a secret site of 
the ranch with only an oak 
sapling to mark its loca¬ 
tion. The horse of hope 
was one of the greatest 
gifts American race hors¬ 
ing has ever seen. Rest 
well and run free my 
friend.

1999 Mazda at the request of Green County Deputy Adam 
Rainwater, who believed the vehicle was involved in a recent Green 
County burglary. Upon spotting the vehicle the sheriff and deputy 
initiated a stop, and Cross fled on foot. 

“He jumped out of the car and ran across the road, then jumped 
over a five-strand barbed wire fence,” Moss says. “It wasn’t a long 
chase—he pretty much injured himself after he jumped the fence.” 

Cross was arrested, and numerous stolen items were located in 
his vehicle. He faces charges of fleeing police, disorderly conduct, 
resisting arrest, receiving stolen property (under $500), carrying a 
concealed deadly weapon, possession of burglary tools, menacing, 
and criminal mischief. 

Cross was taken to Westlake Regional Hospital for treatment of 
injuries and was later released back into the custody of the Adair 
Sheriff’s Dept., who lodged Cross in Adair County Regional Jail. 

“He kind of landed on his head and shoulder after he jumped the 
fence,” Moss says. “Anytime someone complains about injuries, we 
take them to get checked out.”

“Things have conspired to 
make healthcare an awfully dif¬ 
ficult place to be,” Edelen 
began. “I think folks in rural 
Kentucky ought to have as much 
access to quality hospital care as 
people in urban and suburban 
Kentucky.” 

The forum, the seventh of 10 
to be held around the state, pro¬ 
vides administrators, staff, and 
citizens a chance to speak on the 
problems facing their hospitals, 
the importance of the hospitals 
in both the health and economy 
of their community, and what 
might be done in Frankfort to 
help ensure the long-term viabil¬ 
ity of the institutions. 

“We’re essentially stress test¬ 
ing rural hospitals to determine 
their financial health,” Edelen 
explained. 

Elizabeth Cobb, Vice 
President of Health Policy and 
Finance of the Kentucky 
Hospital Association, was also 
on the panel. Cobb said that one 
of the major themes discovered 
in these discussions has been the 
growing struggle of providing 
healthcare in today’s environ¬ 
ment. 

“It’s more complex and chal¬ 
lenging than any of us have ever 
seen,” she said. “We have a long 
history of rural hospitals being 
paid less, and they have tra¬ 
ditionally been at a disadvantage 
of having what they need to pro¬ 
vide quality service.” 

Cobb’s thesis rang true 
throughout the thoughts shared 
by the rest of the panel, which 
featured Westlake CEO Neal 
Gold, Cumberland County 
Hospital CEO Rick Neikirk, 
Monroe County Hospital CEO 
Vicky McFall, Clinton County 


CEO J.D. Mullens, Scottsville 
Medical Center CEO Eric 
Hagen, and Manchester 
Memorial Hospital CEO Erika 
Skula. 

Each administrator shared 
consistent percentages of 
Medicaid-insured patients, with 
each hospital averaging some¬ 
where around 80-percent. 
According to the CEO’s, 
Medicaid pays 95-percent of 
fees for outpatients, which 
leaves the hospital losing five- 
percent of compensation for 
each patient. 

Additionally, they stated that 
oftentimes, a major percentage 
of the hospital’s managed care 
organizations (MCO’s) deny to 
cover ER visits by claiming that 
the visit didn’t fall under their 
criteria for an emergency visit. 
This leads to a flat-rate payment 
of $50, no matter the cost of 
services provided by the hos¬ 
pital, which is often in the thou¬ 
sands. 

“If you have a business that’s 
paid five-percent less than cost 
for each product they produce, 
would they stay in business very 
long?” Gold queried. “That’s 
what we’re dealing with. We 
would at least like to be paid 
what it costs us to operate.” 

Neikirk, whose Cumberland 
County institution is paid 101- 
percent of expenses based on 
cost from Medicaid as a critical 
access facility, says he doesn’t 
know how non-critical access 
hospitals survive in this environ¬ 
ment. 

“I don’t know how they man¬ 
age to sleep at night without 
being critical access and know¬ 
ing they’ll be paid back for the 
services they provide,” he said.

“We don’t,” Gold joked. 

Neikirk continued, saying that 
even with the reimbursement 
from Medicaid, that it can take 
two or three years to actually 
receive the money, and that they 
too suffer major losses due to 
the MCO refusals. 

“You can’t operate very long 
like that,” he said. “We have 
probably half a million dollars in 
charges that we’ve written off 
that we don’t know how they’ll 
be handled.” 

The saving grace for these 
hospitals, currently, is the allo¬ 
cation of Medicaid 
Disproportionate Share Hospital, 
or DSH funds. These funds also 
come from Medicaid, and are 
used to help recoup the costs 
incurred by institutions that 
serve a disproportionately high 


percentage of Medicaid covered 
or uninsured patients. 

“You’re not only taking care 
of people who don’t have insur¬ 
ance, but a disproportionate 
share of Medicaid and Medicare 
patients as well,” Vicky McFall 
said. “Without those DSH pay¬ 
ments, I don’t know how we 
would survive.” 

Each CEO referenced the 
number of layoffs and staff 
reductions they had been forced 
to make in recent years, with 
many ranging from an initial 
number near 250 employees that 
now sits around 200. Even so, 
the hospitals all remain one of 
the community’s largest employ¬ 
ers—typically behind only the 
school system. 

“These hospitals are vital to 
not only the health of the citi¬ 


zens, but to the economic health 
of their communities,” Cobb 
said, while explaining that 40 of 
the state’s 120 counties don’t 
have a hospital. “They are also 
not only a major job provider, 
but one of the first things new 
industry looks for when search¬ 
ing for an area to expand.” 

With the issue clearly estab¬ 
lished, a member of the audi¬ 
ence questioned Edelen about 
what he hopes to do about the 
dire situation. 

“We’re here to establish the 
facts of the situation,” he 
responded. “What we don’t have 
in Frankfort is facts, and we 
have people making decisions 
based on feel and not facts.” 

Edelen explained that the 
largest investment made by tax¬ 
payers, outside of education, is 


the funding of Medicaid, and 
that currently, there are more 
people in Kentucky on Medicaid 
than there are students in public 
school. As the state auditor, he 
says it is his job to ensure that 
the money is being used effi¬ 
ciently, and that he is also com¬ 
bating fraud in the industry as 
well. 

In all, a difficult solution to an 
increasingly multifacetedprob- 
lem was unable to be reached in 
the span of an hour, but much of 
the necessary information was 
gathered and a concrete goal 
was set. 

“We have to have a system 
that’s effective, efficient, and 
affordable,” Edelen said. “And 
we’re going to do all we can to 
make that happen.”

“The essential role that the 
Hospital plays in the physical 
and financial health of Adair 
County cannot be understated,” 
the audit reads. “And it is within 
this context that management 
presents its reports.” 

According to the audit, during 
the 2012-2013 fiscal year, 
Westlake served 15,520 emer¬ 
gency patients, held 36,388 pri¬ 
mary care visits, conducted 
68,555 respiratory procedures 
and 11,963 radiology pro¬ 
cedures, and performed 926 out¬ 
patient surgeries. Of those serv¬ 
ices, nearly $1.5 million in char¬ 
ity care was provided to indi¬ 
gent patients. 

Additionally, Westlake paid 
$10,298,061 in wages and sala¬ 
ries, with $3.6 million in total 
local spending accumulated by 
hospital employees. As 
expected, and as experienced 
first-hand by the people of Adair 
County, much of the findings 


for 2012-2013 saw the financial 
situation of Westlake under sig¬ 
nificant strain. 

“Fiscal year 2013 represented 
the culmination of years of 
questionable financial manage¬ 
ment followed by the inevitable 
consequence of having to ‘pay 
the piper,”’ the audit reads. “It 
required significant courage on 
the part of the Board of Trustees 
that was governing [...] to stand 
up to the long-term administra¬ 
tion that had brought the 
Hospital to the brink of finan¬ 
cial disaster [...].” 

“However, it was not until 
several new trustees joined the 
Board in the dawn of fiscal year 
2013 that steps began to be 
taken to truly address the man¬ 
agement practices and market 
forces that were causing heavy 
financial losses for the 
hospital.” 

Those steps included a 16- 
percent reduction in workforce, 


closure of the public/employee 
cafeteria, termination of two 
highly compensated employed 
physicians, termination of the 
outside management contract, 
and closure of the Intensive Care 
Unit which was replaced with an 
eight-bed Telemetry Unit. All 
told, Westlake’s net position 
decreased $1.2 million 

“Obviously they inherited 
some items that needed to be 
cleaned up, and they have done 
that,” Johnson said, citing the 
reduction in operating expenses 
implemented by the board. 
“Clearly management has made 
it a priority to get expenses in 
line with revenue.” 

Going forward, the audit reit¬ 
erates the hospital’s plan for 
Chapter 9 reorganization in 
order to achieve financial stabil¬ 
ity. The audit’s label of going 
concern considerations sur¬ 
rounding the bankruptcy filing is 
joined by a list of what the audit 


refers to as material weaknesses 
and the less severe significant 
deficiencies . 

Westlake’s material weak¬ 
nesses were determined to be in 
account reconciliations, segrega¬ 
tion of duties, and fixed asset 
tracking—all issues that stem 
from lack of appropriate soft¬ 
ware and limited staff availabil¬ 
ity. The significant deficiencies 
were found in the area of payroll 
pay rates, which stemmed from 
one employee working in two 
separate departments. 

In other news at Wednesday’s 
special-called meeting, the Adair 
County Hospital District: 

•Heard a report from CFO 
David Hayes, who informed the 
board that total patient revenue 
was down once again for June, 
and who said that overall busi¬ 
ness has dropped about 37-per¬ 
cent in the past year. 

Hayes also elaborated on the 
tremendous success of the hos¬ 


pital tax collection. 

“We’ve collected up over 99- 
percent,” he said. “When I was 
at Taylor County [hospital], our 
highest numbers were running in 
the low 80-percents, so I think 
that’s just an excellent rate.” 

•Heard an administrative 
report from CEO Neal Gold. As 
with previous reports, Gold’s 
primary focus was on Westlake’s 
continued Chapter 9 reorgani¬ 
zation hearings, where he says 
Medicare and Medicaid have 
expressed a willingness to nego¬ 
tiate with the hospital on the 
amount owed instead of forcing 
them out of business. 

The organizations have also 
expressed a willingness to, as 
Gold phrased it, “draw a line in 
the sand” regarding the debt and 
ongoing liability that could be 
passed to a potential buyer. 

“They’re willing to sign off 
and say that as of date X, if 
there’s a new purchaser we 


won’t send them a recoupment 
statement for anything before 
that date,” Gold explained. 
“That’s a major development. 
We took a big step today.” 

The next hearing is slated for 
Sept. 6. 

Gold also touched on the 
grand opening of an Edmonton 
clinic, as well as a gynecology 
center in Columbia under Dr. 
Viorel Boborodea, a received 
surplus of supplies from the 
Christian Appalachian Company 
where they obtained several 
thousands of dollars in materials 
for just $300, and announced 
that Health Fair planning was in 
full swing, with a scheduled date 
set for Oct. 4. 

“Life goes on here at 
Westlake,” Gold said in closing. 
“We keep hanging in there.”

Back-to-School 
Safety Checklist 


Transportation Safety 

Whether children walk, ride their bicycle or take the bus to school, it is extremely important that 
they take proper safety precautions. Here are some tips to make sure your child safely travels 
to school. 

Walking to school 

□ Review your family’s walking safety rules. 

■ Walk on the sidewalk, if one is available. When on a street with no sidewalk, 
walk facing the traffic. 

■ Before you cross the street, stop and look all ways to see if cars are coming. 

■ Never dart out in front of a parked car. 

□ Practice walking to school with your child. 

Riding a bicycle to school 

□ Make sure your child always wears his helmet when leaving the house. 

□ Teach your children the rules of the road they need to know to ride their bicycles. 

■ Ride on the right side of the road and in a single file. 

■ Come to a complete stop before crossing the street. 

Riding the bus to school 

□ Go to the bus stop with your child to teach them the proper way to get on and off the 
bus. 

□ Make sure your children stand six feet away from the curb. 

□ If your child and you need to cross the street in front of the bus, walk on the side of the 
road until you are at least 12 feet ahead of the bus. You always should be able to see 
the bus driver, and the bus driver always should be able to see you. 

School Safety 

Many school-related injuries are completely preventable. Follow these steps to ensure your 
child’s safety at school. 

Preventing backpack-related injuries 

□ Chose a backpack for your child carefully. It should have ergonomically designed 
features to enhance safety and comfort. 

□ Don’t overstuff a backpack; it should weigh no more than 10 to 20 percent of your 
child’s body weight. 

■ For example, a child that weighs 60 pounds should carry a backpack no heavier 
than 12 pounds. 

□ Ask your children to use both straps when wearing their backpack to evenly distribute 
the weight. 

Preventing playground-related injuries 

□ Encourage your child only to use playgrounds with a soft surface. Avoid playgrounds 
with concrete, grass and dirt surfaces, as they are too hard. 

□ Children under the age of four should not use climbing equipment and watch older 
children when they’re climbing. 

□ Do not let your children use monkey bars. They are unsafe and should not be used by 
children of any age.

And Forfeitures For Role In Contraband Cigarette TVafficking 


Tantus Tobacco, LLC, a 
Russell Springs, Kentucky, com¬ 
pany paid $750,000 in restitution 
and forfeitures this week, in U.S. 
District Court, after being sen¬ 
tenced by Chief Judge Joseph H. 
McKinley Jr., on a single charge 
of conspiracy to engage in contra¬ 
band cigarette trafficking, 
announced David J. Hale, United 
States Attorney for the Western 
District of Kentucky. 

Tantus Tobacco, LLC pleaded 
guilty to a Superseding 
Information and paid restitution in 
the amount of $200,000 to the 
Kentucky Revenue Cabinet in lost 
taxes and $60,000 to the 
Kentucky Attorney Generalfs 
Office for its assistance in the 
tobacco investigation. Tantus 
Tobacco, LLC forfeited $490,000 
to the United States. 

Tantus Tobacco, a cigarette 


manufacturing facility located in 
Russell Springs, Kentucky, acting 
by and through its officers and 
employees, aided and abetted by 
Jerry Burke and Charles Wells, 
pleaded guilty to making false 
material statements in reports 
required to be made to govern¬ 
mental tobacco regulatory divi¬ 
sions of the United States and the 
State of Mississippi between 
October 2007 through July 2008. 
Charles Wells was sentenced in 
U.S. District Court located in 
Aberdeen, Mississippi, to 24 
months in prison and two years of 
supervised release on August 8, 
2011. Jerry Burke was sentenced 
in U.S. District Court located in 
Aberdeen, Mississippi, to 24 
months in prison, two years of 
supervised release and ordered to 
pay $525,000 in restitution, on 
January 19,2011. 


According to the plea agree¬ 
ment, from at least January 2008 
to May 2008, Tantus Tobacco 
manufactured Berley and Berkley 
brand cigarettes, which they sold 
to Charles Wells, a cigarette 
wholesale distributor in Kentucky. 
Escrow payments are due on the 
Berley cigarettes, but not the 
Berkley. Wells would obtain the 
cigarettes directly from the Tantus 
Tobacco facility located in 
Russell Springs, Kentucky. 
However, Tantus Tobacco aided 
and abetted the creation of false 
documentation indicating that the 
cigarettes had been sold to J&B 
Wholesale (owned and operated 
by Jerry Burke) in Mississippi, 
which false documents were sub¬ 
mitted to the State of Mississippi. 
These false documents allowed 
Tantus Tobacco to avoid making

Manufacturer escrow payments 
on the subject cigarettes and to 
sell the cigarettes to Wells at a 
discount. J&B Wholesale, in turn, 
submitted false and fraudulent 
Mississippi Tobacco Excise 
Returns reporting that the ciga¬ 
rettes were received and sold in 
Mississippi to the State Tax 
Commission in Mississippi in vio¬ 
lation of tobacco sales reporting 
requirements. These false

I made passing mention of 
late July and early August 
being the worst part of the 
year as a sports fan.

They’re more dramatic than your favorite show, more 
honest and useful than your favorite politician, and 
more constant and exciting than whatever else you’re 
spending your time and money on. 

There are countless reasons, but this one is the 
strongest and serves as the inspiration for the article 
you’re reading: there is almost no dead time in sports. 

A week ago, anyone who isn’t a huge baseball fan 
was floating in the very rare dull part of the sports 
calendar, wandering aimlessly through life without 
anything to follow on a daily basis. But the ever- 
generous President of Sports (in his 121st consecutive 
term) saw his or her people suffering and brought 
about a relief effort campaign. 

Now, we have the usual summer baseball games and 
NASCAR races, but thoseare joined by the always- 
incredible Little League World Series, preseason NFL 
football, college football fan days and open practices; 
and, if you’re wise enough to not only be a basketball 
fan, but to be a Kentucky fan as well, you’re being 
treated to six games in a week against tough 
international competition—three months before the 
season even starts. 

Let me ask you, does your hobby do that? Does the 
model airplane company release a sneak peek edition 
of the Big OT Plane 3000 that you can put together and 
play with or sit on your desk or whatever you do with 
model airplanes, months before the real thing comes 
out? No, really, do they? I don’t know anything about 
model airplanes. 

What about television? Millions of people spend 
hours in front of it every day, watching things that 
aren’t sports. While there are undoubtedly great shows, 
none of them beat sports because, again, there’s no 
dead time in sports. You don’t watch one game per 
week for ten weeks and then wait a year and a half for 
ten more, only for the sport to be cancelled after three 
seasons. I’ve been watching sports for 20-plus years 
now and none of them have been cancelled yet, unless 
you count the XFL, but no one counts the XFL. 

On to politics. Let me break this one down a little bit, 
and follow my analogy here. Pretend that you’re not a 
misguided soul who needed to read this column and 
that you’re already a sports fan.

The two real teams spend a few years trash talking 
the other team, and then every once in awhile, instead 
of actually playing a game to see who wins, they let 
their fans decide who would win if they finally did 
play—except it doesn’t matter who wins because they 
both already had a trophy and only cared about making 
money from fans who came to cheer them on. 

That’s as terrible as it sounds, and some of you even 
go so far as to watch shows where people scream 
opinions at you that you already agree with. While 
there’s technically never “dead time” in politics, there’s 
also never really anything going on aside from 
campaigning and posturing for future elections. 

There are others, but they all fall short. Reading can 
strain your eyes, makes you sleepy, and you can’t 
really cheer in a library without being thrown out. They 
don’t sell hot dogs or nachos in craft stores, and even 
popular hobbies like video games have figured out they 
have to make lots of them about sports—because 
sports are better than everything else, every time.
